Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report form for Plot 5 Row B Grave 13 of the Bouchoir New 
British Cemetery lists an Unknown Lance Corporal “R. H. of Canada”, which we know to 
be the Royal Flighlanders of Canada (13 th , 42 nd or 73 rd Canadian Infantry Battalions). 

A detailed review of the records provides conclusive evidence that the remains are 
those of Lance Corporal Cyris Dion #794262 of the 42 nd Canadian Infantry Battalion, 
Royal Highlanders of Canada. Two other candidates, one each of the 13 th and 42 nd 
Battalions, were never in the area where the remains were recovered. 
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Details of Findings: 

The findings are conclusive that the remains in Plot 5 Row B Grave 13 of the Bouchoir 
New British Cemetery are those of Lance Corporal Cyris Dion #794262 of the 42 nd 
Canadian Infantry Battalion, Royal Highlanders of Canada. 

The findings are based on the following: 

1. The Graves Registration Report (GRRF) for Plot 5 Row B Grave 13 of the 
Bouchoir New British Cemetery provides details on the rank and regimental 
affiliation as “R. H. of Canada Unknown British Soldier L/Cpl.” {Attachment #1). 
We know that there were three (3) Canadian Battalions that were designated 
“Royal Highlanders of Canada”, which were the 13 th , 42 nd and 73 rd Battalions. 

The 13 th and 42 nd Battalions served in the Great War, from February 1915 and 
February 1916 respectively, until the Armistice. The 73 rd Battalion was withdrawn 
from service in April 1917, after devastating losses at Vimy Ridge. 

2. The Concentrations of Graves - Burial Return (COG-BR) provides further 
information, indicating that the remains were identified by numerals and stripe 
and that the remains were recovered at TMC 66e.L.16.a.5.2 {Attachment #2). 
There was no date of death recorded on the COG-BR, however the location of 
the remains allows us to establish the date of death. The only time that Canadian 
Infantry Battalions were in action in the area, where the remains were recovered, 
was between 8 August 1918 and 20 August 1918, during the Battle of Amiens. 

3. A list of Possible Candidates was prepared from the information contained in the 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) database {Attachment #3). 
This resulted in only three (3) Lance Corporal candidates: 

i. Arthur George Rice #145687 , 13 th Infantry Battalion 8 August 1918 

ii. Bertram John Izzard #192798 , 42 nd Infantry Battalion 8 August 1918 

iii. Cyris Dion #794262 , 42 nd Infantry Battalion 12 August 1918 

4. To complete the analysis of candidates we examined the records of all other 
missing Lance Corporals of the 13 th and 42 nd infantry Battalions, Royal 
Highlanders (Attachment #4). All of these candidates are excluded. 

There were a total of nine (9) Lance Corporals of the 13 th Battalion with no known 
grave in France ( CWGC Link) . Six (6) were lost at Courcelette in 1916 and two 
(2) at Arras (Vimy Ridge) in 1917. 

Nine (9) Lance Corporals of the 42 nd Battalion were also reported missing, four 
(4) in 1916 at Courcelette, two (2) at Vimy Ridge in 1917, and the last in 
September 1918, long after the battalion had left the Amiens battlefield ( CWGC 
Link) . Additional details on the September 1918 casualty are provided below.

5. The Circumstance of Death files were examined for each of the candidates to 
determine if they were in the area where the remains were recovered when they 
paid the ultimate sacrifice {Attachment #5a,b). Extracts from these files show the 
positions relative to the remains recovered in sector 66e.L.16: 

i. Lance Corporal Rice - Previously reported missing, believed wounded, 
now killed in action. He was attached to the 4 th Tank Battalion, 4 th Tank 
Brigade, as an observer during the attack southeast of Hangard Wood 
(62d.U17). His body was recovered and buried but the location is 
unknown. 

ii. Lance Corporal Izzard - Killed in action near Domart (62d.U.27) by enemy 
machine gun fire during the attack on enemy positions north of Beaucourt- 
en-Santerre (66e.D.22). There was no record of burial. 

iii. Lance Corporal Dion - Killed in action by enemy machine gun fire while 
taking part in military operations at Parvillers (66e.L.29). 

To confirm that Lance Corporal Adair #192428 (Cambrai - September 1918) was 
not a candidate, we checked his file and found that he was instantly killed by 
machine gun fire in the attack on a lumber yard near Cambrai. That places him 
more than 36 miles northeast of where the remains were recovered. There had 
been a possibility that he had been wounded or taken prisoner during the Battle 
of Amiens and died in the following weeks, having not left the area. 

6. An Area Map ( Nicholson Map 11) is provided to mark the general location of the 
remains on the Amiens battlefield {Attachment #6). The area map is marked to 
show where the battalions were located at the different times, which match the 
areas where the Lance Corporals were reported to have been at their time of 
death. The 13 th Battalion was in the 3 rd Infantry Brigade, 1 st Canadian Division, 
which is marked in the upper left corner of the map as they moved through 
Hangard Wood {note the east-west reference is reversed in error on the map). 
This places Lance Corporal Rice well away from the area where the remains 
were recovered. The 42 nd Battalion was in the 7 th Infantry Brigade, 3 rd Canadian 
Division, which was moving southeast towards Roye from Amiens, on the north 
side of the main road. The battalion is shown to be in the vicinity of Hill 102, to 
the northwest of Beaucourt-en-Santerre, when Lance Corporal Izzard was killed. 
This is still some distance away from where the remains were recovered. Four 
(4) days later, the 42 nd Battalion had moved towards Le Quesnoy, swinging north 
around Parvillers towards Fouquescourt. It is here where Lance Corporal Dion 
paid the ultimate sacrifice, in the immediate area where the remains were 
recovered. 

7. An extract of a period Trench Map has been marked to show the area where the 
men were when they fell {Attachment #7). The area where Lance Corporal Rice 
was when killed is off this particular map, as depicted by the arrow in the upper 
left corner (north of the letter “C”). Lance Corporal Izzard was killed while moving 
in a southeast direction from an area not on this map, to the area with the circle 
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near Beaucourt-en-Santerre (near the letter “D”). The only Lance Corporal killed 
in the area where the remains were found (near the letter “L”) was Lance 
Corporal Dion, who was more than 1,200 yards to the southeast of where Lance 
Corporal Izzard was killed. That death occurred four (4) days after the other 
Royal Highlander Lance Corporals were killed. This analysis of the time and 
distance separation leaves no doubt that the remains of the Royal Highlander 
Lance Corporal are those of Cyris Dion #794262 of the 42 nd Infantry Battalion. 

8. The War Diary (WD) entries for the 42 nd Canadian Infantry Battalion provides 
confirmation of the information illustrated by the maps {Attachment #8). Here it is 
reported in the daily entry for 12 August 1918, that the Commanding Officer 
decided to capture the Parvillers trench system. Further details on the operation 
were provided in Appendix 2 of the war diary, where it tells that the 42 nd Battalion 
took over the area between the Rouvroy-Parvillers road and the Rouvroy- 
Fouquescourt road. The centroid of that triangle is sector 66e.L.16, where the 
remains of the Lance Corporal were recovered. 

9. The War Graves Register (E-13) for Lance Corporal Dion tells us that his 
remains were never knowingly recovered and thus his name is inscribed on the 
Vimy Memorial {Attachment #9). His name can now be added to the headstone 
on Plot 5 Row B Grave 13 at the Bouchoir New British Cemetery and be stricken 
from the Vimy Memorial. 

10. The CWGC Headstone Schedule (HD-SCHD) states that the remains at that 
location are for an Unknown Canadian Lance Corporal {Attachment #10). There 
is no apparent reference to the affiliation with the Royal Highlanders of Canada, 
as they would not have known at the time whether it was the 13 th or 42 nd 
Battalion. This information only becomes available after a thorough analysis of 
the location of each unit at the time of death of each Lance Corporal. We do not 
currently have a photograph of the headstone so we do not know if any additional 
information was inscribed. 


Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #11). 

The evidence leaves no question as to the unit affiliation, date of death and name of the 
individual that was concentrated into Plot 5 Row B Grave 13 at the Bouchoir New British 
Cemetery. The headstone and corresponding records should be changed to reflect the 
results of this investigation.

This “Reporting and RevieW’ attachment is provided to assist all parties in the submission of an 
investigative report related to the identification of the burial location, or headstone markings, of a 
member of the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF) during the Great War 1914-1921. The 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) receives a copy of this report in the event 
they wish to make changes to the commemoration details. In order to alter the records, the 
CWGC has set out their criteria for the procedure and submission of cases for review, as 
detailed below. The CWGC is under no obligation to make changes based on a report. 


Procedure: 

All new identification cases need to be 
assessed in the first instance by the 
Canadian Agency (CA) and submissions 
should go to their office directly. After an 
initial assessment, if the Agency feels that the 
case is compelling, they will then pass all the 
documentation to the Commemorations Team 
at the Commission's Flead Office. Head Office 
will then review the case and inform the CA of 
their findings. The Canadian authorities will 
then decide whether or not any changes to 
the arrangements for commemoration are 
required and inform the Commission 
accordingly. 


Guideline Criteria for Submission: 

Cases need to present clear and convincing 
evidence to prove the identity of a casualty 
and must not be based on assumption or 
speculation. The Commission's 
Commemoration Team will also consider 
whether the findings of a better informed 
contemporary investigation are being revisited 
and if there is any new evidence to consider. 
By way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of the 
arrangements for the commemoration where 
it is apparent that no new evidence is being 
presented and, a better informed previous 
decision is being revisited some 100 years 
later.
